Finally having been acquired per- 
mariently by the Society for, the 
Preservation of New England An- 
tiquities, the Derby-Osborn — barn, 
which was dullt in Salem about 
1798, moved thence from Derby 
Wharf to Peabody to the home of 
the * clan in Andover 
Str and now. to the property of 
the —— in Watertown, stands 
probably unique among barns for 
having had, during its dong career, 
three “homes.” : 

With enormous care the barn. was 
recently taken apart in Peabody 
and transported to Watertown, 
where it is being as carefully re- 
built on the former Abraham 
Browne property, which is now 
owned by the society and serves as 
a background for the erection of 
such examples of early New Eng- 
land architecture as are suitable to 
permanent place upon it. 

In its early days the barn stood 
adjacent to the famous Derby 
Wharf in Salem, whence the packets 
plying between Salem and the Far 
East were tied up for loading and 
unloading their rich cafgoes of 
silks and spices, mahoxganiés and 
jewels. The barn was bullt by Sam- 
uel McIntire and in Revolutionary 
days it served as a powder maga- 


zine, 
Land Granted in 1685 


The Derby-Osborne farm, over in 
Peabody, was a grant of some three 
or four hundred acres made to 
Thomas Reed in 1635. In 1701 it was 
purchased by Daniel Epes, who was 
one of the most famous schoolmas- 
ters of his time. After the passing of 
Samuel Epes, fourth in his line, 
the property was sold, in 1776, to 
Elias Hasket Derby, Salem mer- 
chant. 

From this time the property began 
to take on some aspects of an old 
English estate. Mulbery trees were 
erected, a summer house, a curiosity 
in the neighborhood, was built, con- 
servatories were added, a Dutch 
gardener acquired who presided 
over them with lofty mystery, wall 
paper was brought from France and 
a flock of merino sheep made its ap- 
pearance on the broad greensward 
where it lent a pastoral note to the 
vista to be had from the house, 

For decades the house had a bril- 
liant career and was the scene of 
much social pageantry. But in 1819 
it became a tavern, under the pro- 
prietorship of Silas Winchester. The 
barn, which had been moved from 
Derby Wharf in the intervening 
vears, served as stables for their 
horses, while its patrons stopped on 
long bartering journeys over the 
Newburyport Turnpike. 

The great buttonwood trees which 
arched themselves aver the great 

curved doorway of the barn had long 
since disappeared before the soeiety 
nequired the property. They had 
been planted by Elias Hasket Derby 
in the days when he was interested 
in silk raising. It was on the Derby- 
Osborne property that the first tan 
vat in New England was established 
in 1661, the first dye house in 1700, 
and the first pottery in 1731. 

Two-Storied Summer House 

In 1901 the beautiful old summer 
house, which had been designed by 
the same McIntire who erected the 
barn, was removed to the property 
of William Crowninshield Endicott in 
Danvers. It was very ornate and ele- 
gant, and rose to a height of two 
stories, with a latticed doorway and 
shutters edging the center window on 
the second story, which was arched 
at the top, long and narrow and 
small-paned like the windows of a 
church. Upon the top of the summer 
house there was placed a figure of 
a farmer lad. It is said that on the 
opposite peak there was at.one time 


PERSHING SEES

But Chilean and, Peruvian 


Spokesmen Are Pessimis-

ARICA, Nov. 27 (4)—Gen. John J. 
Pershing, head of the Tacna-Arica 
Plebiscitary Commission, said here 
that despite the grave and radical 
differences in the attitudes and opin- 
ions of the Chilean and Peruvian 
representatives, hope was still enter- 
tained that discussion would lead to 
a solution of the controversy and 
enable a continuance of the plebis- 
cite commission's labors. .. 

Although such official optimism 
was considered encouraging, observ- 
ers asserted that they could not fore- 
see the end of the threatened dead- 
lock which since last Saturday has 
arrested the work of the commission. 
One of the highest of the Chilean 
plebiscitary officials said he could 
see no solution, and he authorized a 
statement that the outlook was hope- 
less unless the Americans granted 
the demands in Augustin Edwards’ 
note, notifying the plebiscite com- 
mission of his withdrawal of the 
Chilean delegation. 

This statement, it is thought, must 
be interpreted in the light of the 
probable contents of General Persh- 
ing’s reply to Sefior Edwards’ notc, 
but it seems undoubted that the 
Chileans propose to stand firm upon 
their demand for the immediate 
promulgation of election laws, the 
commencement of registration and 
the holding of the plebiscite by 
Feb. 1. 

The withdrawal of the Peruvian 
delegation is thought to be impend- 
ing in light of reports made by 
Colonel Marchand, commander of 
the carabineros.

224, as computed by Indian ‘Superin- 
tendents and the Geological Survey. 
These comprise oil and gas, coal, 
lead, zinc and asphalt. 

All property owned by Indians 
gained in value during the fiscal year 
1925, except that there was depreci- 
ation in some of the land held by 
Indian tribes, ft is pointed out at the 
Interior Department. Tribes cited 
particularly as benefiting from. the 
location of oll and other deposits on 
their property are the Osage Nation 
and the Five Civilized Tribes. the 
Choctaws and Chickasaw, the Crows 
of Montana, and the Navajos. Oil was 
the boon to the Osage Nation ‘and 
Five ‘Civilized Tribes in Oklahoma. 
Coal to the value of $100,000,000 was 
discovered on the property of the 
Choctaws and Chickasaws. Oil dis- 
covered on the Crow Resérvation of 
Montana has increased the wealth 
there. 

In the Navajo country ot Arizona 
and New Mexico, oil ang gas have 
been discovered, and it has been 
found that the oil here has the high- 
est specific gravity of any in the 
United States. Thére aré also large 
.coal areas in that country of con-

The assembly of the receiver is 
Quite simple, it merely being neces- 
sary to mount the parts on the base- 
board and panel, as shown in the 
photographs and accompanying dia- 
gram.

Opera and Chamber Music 


The Moscow opera season opened 
Sept. 15 with the Russian classical 
opera, “Russian and Ludmilla,” by 
Glinka.

Among them must be men- 
tioned “The Decabrists,” by Basil 
Zolotarefff; John the Soldier,“ by 
Korchmareff; Stenka Razin,” dy 
Triodin, and Der ferne Klang,” by 
Schreker. The last-named opera was 
well received in Leningrad last year, 
and this year Schreker himself has 
visited Leningrad and conducted his 
opera. “The Decabrists” is by a 
very good musician, a pupil of 
Balakireff’ and Rimsky-Korsakoff, 
who is well known as a composer of 
chamber and symphonic music. The 
style of the opera is warm and sin- 
cere, but not quite “modern.” 

There will be a number of cham- 
ber concerts this season, although 
only one of Moscow’s former three 
‘string@muartets remafns in exist- 
ence. The string quartet of the Art 
Theater has fallen to pieces, and the 
Stradivarius String Quartet is to re- 
place both violins. The Association 
for Contemporary Music and the 
Moscow Musical Conservatory will 
give the chamber concerts. The lat- 
ter institution has already announced 
a series of vocal chamber concerts, 
with Nazary Raisky ag the soloist. 

Many Is 

Recitals this season. will be nu- 
merous, We have already had violin 
recitals by Joseph Szigeti and 
Nathan Muhlstein; piano recitals by 
Constantive Igumoff, Henri Gil-Mar- 
chex (from Paris), and Isaac Elin- 
son, and a harp recital by young 
Vera Dulova. Szigeti has visited Rus- 
sick four times during the last three 
seasons and gained very great suc- 
cess. On his last appearance before 
a Moscow audience this Season, he 
played concertos by Mozart, Bee- 
thoven and Prokofieff. I heard Szizeti 
in the latter concerto for the first 
time at this performance and was 
deeply stirred by his interpretation 
of this remarkable work.

Architecture Club Show, London 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
London, Nov. 6 
N OCT. 27 the Architecture Club 
() opened its third exhibition in 
London. The two previous ones 
enjoyed the hospitality of the Duke 
of Westminster at Grosvenor House. 
This one is similarly indebted to the 
Royal Institute of British Architects 


for the use of its galleries in Con- 
duit Street. 

Galleries designed for exhibitions 
should be more fitted for such a 
purpose than any other kind of 
room, however magnificent, and the 
present show, though it lacks the 
somewhat irrelevant attractions af- 
forded by Grosvenor House, has 
gained certain compensating advan- 
tages. The lighting is better and the 
hanging is more effective, while the 
color of the rooms, especially the 
first gallery, makes an excellent 
background for the exhibits. These 
are divided into three classes: (1) 
recent architecture; (2) colored de- 
tails of decoration and (3) archi- 
tects’ first sketches. 


A Contemporary Survey 
Some well-known names are ab- 
sent from the catalogue, but the 
exhibition as a whole is typical of 
the kind of work that is being car- 


ried out all over the country. Coun- 
try houses predominate, but there 
are also drawings and photographs 
of great city buildings and of banks 
and churches. Nearly all the houses 
shown are simple and dignified. Of 
mere cleverness ang “stunts,” at one 
time not uncommon in work of this 
type, there is ‘but little in the pres- 
ent exhibition. ! 

Three drawings show the different 
elevations of the new Devonshire 
House, but more stimulating than 
these is the series of photographs 
illustrating the more vital and orig- 
inal Adelaide House, one of which is 
reproduced on this page. The deco- 
rative section is in itself disap- 
pointing and hardly representative, 
but the color in these exhibits and 
in the models adds to the cheerful- 
ness of the rooms. 

A special feature is the remarka- 
ble series of photographs illustrat- 
ing Mr. Corbett’s restoration of 
Solomon's Temple and Citadel, pro- 


posed to be erected in Philadelphia 
next year, of which by no means the 
least interesting is that showing the 
encampment of*the Israelites in the 
Wilderness of Sinai. 

An Encouraging Show 

On the whole a very satisfactory 
and encouraging show. It is clear 
that there is now a large number 
of architects at work who can be 
relied upon to produce good straight- 
forward buildings, and an ‘ever- 
increasing body of public opinion 
ready to appreciate them. 

No notice of a show of this kind 
would be complete without a refer- 
ence to the photographs themselves. 
These are in many cases in them- 
selves thiigs of considerable beauty. 
The general public pays but little 
attention to this branch of art, but 
every architect is gratefully aware 
hew much he owes to the skillful 
and sympathetic co-operation of his 
colleague, the photographer, P. P.

One who looks steadily and without 
prepossession at the literature of our 
day, striving to see what is new and 
characteristic in it rather than what 
is unrepresentative and mérély last- 
ing over from past time, will soon 
discover a group of writers and a 
peculiar. effect distantly similar to 
something that he remembers of the 
older romantic movément, and yet 
different from even that. This group 
of writers—if it is not assuming too 
much to call them even a group-—are 
scarcely aware of any common pur- 
pose; they are fumbling their way 
as yet in the dark; they have no set- 
tled program; but year by year they 

speak more confidently- and to a 
larger audience. Nascent as the 
movement to which they ‘belong still 
is, there is already n6 doubt what- 
ever that they are performing a task 
which the world unconsciously wants 
done, which it profoundly needs. The 
group of writers—in which Yeats 
and Dunsany, Cabell and Blackwood 
and de la Mare stand to the fore—is 
meeting a. set of world conditiong not 
unlike that which confronted their 
elder brothers of romanticism, such 
as Coleridge and Shelley and Keats, 
except that the world they serve has 
a far greater need of their 2

These men are building worlds of 
dream for themselves into. which, as 
the years go by, more and more of us 
wander away in quest of Beauty, and 
of peace. They are pioneers. who are 
going on a little before to, blaze a 
way for us. None of them, it may be, 
can guide us very far, for each man 
and woman and child must find his 
own world of beauty; but at feast 
they can give us courage and make 
us see that we too have the right to 
enter upon their quest. Not only the 
right to enter, but the right to re- 
main upon that quest through all 
our days. And not only the right but 
the duty. By their help mere and 
more of us are discovering that the 
kingdom of heaven is indeed within 
us in a sense by no means mysteri- 
ous, and that little children, as it, 
was said long ago, are indeed the 
first citizens of that kingdom. 
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Nothing can be more practical than 
that which teaches us how to attain 
happiness, which is the goal we all 
seek. The literature of our time is 
doing this. While appearing to move 
farther and farther- away from the 
center of our lives, therefore, it is 
actually moving closer to the cen- 
ter. Its retreat is not from anything 
that we wish to save or that any 
wise man deeply loves; it is a 
flight, rather, toward all that the 
heart holds dear. After a long pe- 
riod of exile, in which it has fed al- 
most literally upon the husks which 
the swine did eat, art is coming back 
to the service of mankind. What is 
falsely called “realism,” and many 
another ephemeral movement of the 
time, is just now attracting more at- 
tention; but a discerning critic, a 
Hazlitt of today, would have little 
} difficulty in seeing that the’ future 
belongs to the prophets of wonder.

The Bridge at Bideford 


One steps back through the ages 
as he crosses the old bridge at 
Bideford, which has just been re- 
Opened after a restoration quite in 
keeping with its ancient picturesque 
charm. 

The long passageway over the 
River Torridge is more than a 
bridge, it is an historical monument, 
dating back to the middle of the 
fourteenth century. Upon it one lives 
again in the glory of Devon, return- 
ing by @ sort of magic wey which 
leads into the Middle Ages. 

Dreams of the romantic past 
crowd close about the ancient stone 
bridge. They envision the coming 
of the men of all the Western ports 
to join those of Bideford at the call 
of Drake as he prepares to meet 
Philip of Spain. They include that 
redoubtable captain, gir Richard 
Grenville, as he sets forth from 
Bideford on the Revenge; nor do 
they overlook the more peaceful ma- 
Tine ventures which started from the 
fair Devonshire coast to seek the 
unknown west and what lay beneath 
the setting sun. And, lingering as the 
slow twilight gathers its shadows 
about the fair Devon hills, one’s 
fancy must be laggard indeed if he 
see not Drake and Grenville and 
Frobisher, and Elisabeth herself, 
pass in stately procession across 
Bideford’s bridge, if he hear not the 
tramp of armored men and the jingle 
of caparisoned horses.

The estate was granted, in 1471, ‘to 
Cardinal Wolseley, who changed it 
and improved: it and lived there in 
‘sumptuous state; and here he may 


have learned the wisdom of ad. 
vice “To throw — ambition.“ 

After Wolsey's Moor Park 
was occupied, * * time, dy 
Henry VIII. Even in 1647 it must 
Hare been a splendid place, as 6 
twénty-page inventory of that year 
describes one hundred and twenty- 
nine tapestries, in addition to list- 
ings of carpets, beds and furniture 
of great beauty and richness. 

In the 1600's Sir Richard Franklin 
became the owner of Moor Park, and 
during his occupafty a cousin, 
Dorothy Osborne, and her husband, 
William Temple, were guests there. 
Thirty years later Sir William 
Temple wrote a description of an 
estate which he could never forget, 
and for which he named his own 
smaller and simpler home in Surrey. 

Of the gardéns Sir William Writes: 

“Perfectest figure of a garden I 
ever saw, either at-home or abroad, 
was that of Moor Park in Hertford- 
shiré:;. It was made by the Countess 
of Bedford, esteemed among the 
greatest wite of her time and cele- 
brated by Dr. Donne. . . It lies on 
the side of a hill (upon which the 
house stands), but not very steep. . 
The border is set with standard 
laurels and at large distencés, which 
have the beauty of orange trees out 
of flower and fruit;. from this walk 
are three descents be means of stone 
steps in the middie and at each end, 
into a very large parterre. This ts, 
divided into squares by grave) walks, | 
and rnéd with two fountains and 
eight statues. At the end of the ter- 
race are two summer houses. 

“From the middle of the parterre 
is a descent of many steps .. . into 
the lower garden, which 18 all fruit 
tree ranged about several quarters 
of a Wilderness, which is very shady. 
The walks here are all green.” 

There is a garden on the north 
side of the house, also, which he 
writes “is all of that sort, very wild, 
shady and adorned with rough rock 
work and fountains.” 

In 1670 Moor Park was purchased 
by the Dulles of, Monmouth; later by 
the Duke of Ofmonde, then by Ben- 
jamin Styles, who made 4 fortune 
in thé notorious South Sea Company 
just before the “bubble” burst. 
Styles engaged an Italian to remodel, 
the house into its present-day 
grandeur.

In his essay on “Self 
Emerson says: “Friend, client, child, 
sickness, fear, want, charity, all knock 
at once at thy closet doo and say, 
‘Come out unto us.’ ... Keep thy 
state; stay at home in thine own 
heaven; come not for a moment into 
their facts, into their hubbub of con- 
flicting appearances, but let in the 
light of thy law on their confusion.” 
This tranquil advice may be hard to 
follow, unless we understand the 
Christiani sciéntific method of at- 
taining such equanimity. 

The writer of the epistle to the 
Hebrews makes it clear that patience 
is far from being a state of apathy, 
when he advises his brethren, “Be 
not slothful, but followers of them 
who through faith and patience in- 
herit the promises.” . Patience is not a 
passive quality, but active spirituality, 
which unswervingly trusts in the 
power of -good, however distressing 
human experiences may seem to be. 

Christian Science teaches that the 

Principle of right thinkeg is God, 
and that man, the image and likeness 
of this divine Principle, infinite Mind, 
possesses the power to think cor- 
rectly. Mrs. Eddy says in “Pulpit and 
Press” (p. 3): “Know, then, that you 
pessess sovereign power to think and 
act rightly, and that nothing can dis- 
possess you of this heritage and tres- 
pass on Love. If you maintain this 
position, who or what can cause you 
to sin or suffer?” In order to “main- 
tain this position,” we have indeed 
need of patience; but knowing that 
this wonderful heritage is ours, this 
“sovereign power,” which belongs by 
right of inheritance to us as the chil- 
drén of God, enables us to cast out of 
our thinking the discordant thoughts 
ot impatience, self-will, and resent- 
ment, and to “let patience have her 
perfect work.” 
We may often have to wait patiently 
for the “coming of the Lord,” to re- 
ceive the answer to our human prob- 
lem; but “patient continuance in well 
doing,” the patient waiting which 
trusts in the unfolding of the divine 
purpose, will bring to us daily fruit- 
age in forbearance, gentleness, and 
strength.
